Intense Development 


Since Partition 


‘Considerable progress’ has 


Karachi. 


been made .in the development of 


Pakistan’s communications system since the Partition of India five years 


- age. 


_ The communications system in the Indian Empire had been built on 
the basis of the needs of the entire sub-Continent, and it was thrown out 
of gear when Partition was-effected. That part of it inherited by Pakis- 
tan was inadequate to meet the needs of the newly-born State. 

After five years, however, confusion has given way 


to- stability and the teething problems of building up a 
huge communications organisation have been successfully 


tackled one by one. 


The following survey, prepared 
by the Pakistan Information 
Office, gives some idea of the ex- 
tent of the progress that has 
been made in cach of the main 
branches of the communications 
system. 


Pakistan Railways comprise 
two separate systems, the North 
Western Railway in | West 
Pakistan, and the Eastern Bengal 
Railway in East Pakistan. 

With over 7,000 miles of track 
and about 150,000 persons on the 
employment register, the rail- 
ways constitute the biggest In- 
dustrial undertaking in Pakistan. 
They are the largest means of 
communication catering for the 
needs of over 70m. people living 
in an area of over 300,000 square 
miles, 7 

Apart from the difficulties of 
obtaining rolling stock and track 
materials aggravated by ° Partl- 
tion, the railways on the one 
hand have had to face such un- 
foreseen‘ natural calamities as 
floods ‘in West Pakistan and 
cyclones in East Pakistan, and on 
the other to contend with inde- 
finite and short supplics of coal 
and essential stores and—equip- 
ment. Those odds were all over- 
come, and the railways have 
been making steady progress in 
all directions. 

BEING MODERNISED 

Traffic receipts have risen 
from Rs.152.5m. in 1947-48 to 
over Rs.409.3m. in 1951-52, Over 
the same period, a net loss on 
working of almost Rs.6.7m. has 
been converted into a profit of 

er Rs.7.5m. Passenger miles 
covered have risen from about 
4,092m. in 1948 to over 5,997m. 
in 1951. e 

Pakistan Railways are 
gradually being dieselised. When 
the plan Js completed, they will 
become independent of coal, and 
the public will have better and 
faster services. ‘ 

For, the East Bengal Railway, 
the supply of 69 dicsel-clectric 
locomotives was sanctioned in 
1951-52. Of these, 40 have been 
ordered, and all are expected to 
be delivered by September, 1954, 

Out of 23 diesel-electric 
locomotives sanctioned for the 
North Weslern Railway jr 1950- 
51, 14 passenger locomotives have 
so far been received. For 1951- 
52, a further 19 were sanctioned, 
and 18 more for 1952-53. 

POSTS & TELEGRAPHS . 

Now that Pakistan has entered 
the era of economic development, 
the need for better telecom- 
municatio: is evident. A 
development programme costing 
about Rs.90m. has been Included 
in the country's Six-Year Plan, 
while a two-year Priority Pro- 
gramme, costing about Rs25m. is 
already In hand. 

At the time of Partition, ail 
external communications of 
Pakistan went through Bombay 
and no direct access was 
available to the outside .world. 
There was an under-water cable 
communication {rom Karachi 
to‘ the Persian Gulf working 
under Coble and Wireless, of 
London. This cable had been 
cut during the war and was not 
restored EM after Partition in 
October, 1947. : . 

A wireless circult Id to be 
established with London in 
October, 1948. This one Unk 
was also considered inadequate 
and direct international circults 
with the Middle East, Europe and 
America were established. 

Direct telegraph circuits arc 
now Jn operation with London, 
New York (via Tangiers), 
Teheran and Moscow. Direct 
circuits with London. and New 
York provide links with 
European countrics and America 
respectively. Extension of 
telographic connections has been 
planned for China, Czecho- 
slovakh, France, Indonesia, Italy, 
Japan, Syria.and Turkey.

IMPROVING ROADS 

Along with raflways, roads 
constitute the principal means of 
communication in West Pakistan, 
while in East Palcstan, inland 
waterways share this function 
with roads. With the partition of 
the sub-Confinentt, roads suffered 
a comparative neglect during the 
first few. years. Luck of 
personnel, equipment and funds 
constituted the obstacles in the 
roads development programme. 
Pakistan has about 59,000 miles 
of roads of all categories.
